The Arizona Commotion. 


The recent deportation of an army of members of a so- 


called labor organization known as the Independent Workers 
of the World from Arizona !o Mexico without legal proceed- 
ing's of any kind has attracted widespread attention and caused 
uneasiness in some quarters because of the fact thai it was-.a 
case of the people taking the law into their own hands on a 
very extended scale. No one claims for a moment that there 
was any legal fight lo place these men in box cars in Arizona 
and ship (hem to New Mexico. The situation was recognized 
as ah emergency and (lie people cli clnot stop to quibble over 
.the law. They were determined to clear the infested region 
of a disturbing and dangerous element, and they did it.' 
-•• 


While (here arc many p%ces-in the country where the.I. W. 


W.- have n6t operated, their activities have been such.. asU.9 
command wide public attention and give rise to well grounded 
fears for the safety of industry, and even of life. The.organi- 
zation is decidedly militant in spirit and wherever it operates 
there is sure to be serious trouble. Thus far the law has failed 


. lo'afford complete protection; against this dangerous element, 
and the people in Arizona decided'to protect themselves with- 
out being fussy as to the illegality of their.acts. 


These trouble makers had been employed in the Arizona 


copper mines and were bringing about conditions which were, 
simply intolerable. They could not be reasoned with. The 
policy of the I. W. W. is to rule or ruin. The copper niine 
owners and the other employes were not prepared to- have 
them do either and so the disturbers were loaded and shipped 
like cattle to another part of the country, where they were 
later placed under the guard of soldiers and are being.Jed at 
ihe expense of the stale. What the final outcome will be no- 
body knows, but there is peace at the mines where serious 
troubles recently prevailed, and that is worth much ]o the 
owners, and workers; and also to the government, which at 
present is in no mood to tolerate interference with the produc- 
tion of copper. 


This incident is disturbing in its way. The American peo- 


ple believe in law and order; but they insist upon reasonable 
protection and when the law fails to provide this they will 
protect themselves. .It is fortunate that greater violence.,was 
not developed in this case. Deportation,, while not legal,-was 
less dangerous than shooting, and it is fortunate that lhe,jC|»nj- 
ditions did not result in wholesale bloodshed.

The situation is one that demands the careful attention^ 


the law makers. The peace of the country must be preserved 
and industry and labor must be protected in their rights. ,_,Np-. 
organization, however large and powerful, must be permitted- 
to overthrow the peaceful processes of production, and if .this 
Arizona case results in the suppression of a very dangerous 
element the commotion will not have been in vain.
